Before this Ecliple,was the'ConjunCtion of Str and Jupiter, 
in Piſces, Feb. 15. 164}. which Maſter Lilly ſo learnedly treat- 
ed of- in his Prophetical Merlin : 'and to lee how the circumfe- 
rental lines of Gods providence fix all in the ſamecentre ; Saturn 
and 7apiter make thiee Oppolitions, within the time of the ope- 
ration of this preſent Ecliple: a moſt ſtrange thing, and not to be 
contemned. Beſides, there is an Ecliple of the Moon /farch 1 4. 
I 655. together with the poſition of the heayens ar the Suns in- 
orels into Aries. The Conjunction of Zwprter and Aars in Sep- 
tember, 1651. is not tobe deſpiled|, nor yet the Squiare of [- 


'ptter and Mars in Pebruary, 165*. 


As followers ot this Ecliple , we have 2nother Eclipſe of the 
Moon in September, 1652, a ConjunRtion of the Sun and 
Harsin May, 1652. of the Sunand Satwrn in /uly, 1652. 
of Saturnand Mars in Auguſt, 1652. an Fcliple of the Moon 
m arch, 1653.a Conjundtion of Saturn and Mars, 1654. 
And the real truth is, all che Planers by all aſpects, conduce toge- 
ther to further the operation of this Ecliple : therefore the Eclipſe 
mult needs be great , not onely becauſe ſo great a part of the Sun 
is darkened, and that upon the very degree of his exaltation ; but 
alſo, becanſe of the multitude and tormidablenels of its atten- 


 dants; which having now ſhewed you what they are , I ſhall 
proceed to ſhew you what they Ggnifie , in this Chapter in the ge-

geral, and afterwards in particular. | 


In 
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Tnthe geheral, conſider, that Satwrm is at old worn-dut Pla- 
net , weary , and ot-little eftimation in this world : he cauleth 
long and tedious ficknefles, abundance of fadne(s,, and a Cart- 
load of doubts and fears : his nature is cold, and dry, and me- 


 lancholy. And take ſpecial notice of this, that when Sartary is 
Lord of an Eclipſe (as he is one of the Lords of this) he governs 


all the reſt of the Planets, bur none can govern him : Melanche- 


ly is made of all the humors in the body of man, but no hu- 


wour of melancholy. He is enyious , and keeps his anger long, 


and ſpeaks but few words ; but when he ſpeaks, he ſpeaks to pur- 


poſe. A man of decep cogitations ; he will plot miſchief when 


men are afleep : he hath an admirable memory , and remembers 


to this day how Williams the Baſtard abuſed him : he canner en- 
dure to be a (laye : he is poor with the poor, fearful with the fear- 
ful * he plots miſchief againſt the Superiours, with them that plot 
miſchief againſt them : haye a care of hm, X7/NGS and 
MAGISTRATES of Emrope ; he will ſhew you what 
he can do, in the effeRs of this Ecliplg : he is old, and therefore 
bath large experience, and will give perilous counſel : he moves buc
